Facts about tho Boston Fire. 

Boston, Nov. 11. — Probably 60 acres 
of buildings were destroyed by the fire 
yesterday. As little over a year- ago i 
square miles of houses were burned in 
Chicago. Tho business centres of both 
cities were wiped out. In both pl&gfl 
fire-proof buildings and granite blocks 
melted away like snow. In Chicago 
twelve hundred lives wero lost. Possi- 
bly a dozen persons perished in Boston, 
but there is nothing positive in the dis- 
patches. 

Chicago's loss reached nearly one 
and fifty millions, The loss in 
is sot down at eighty millions. This 
probably an exaggerated estimate. It is 
enough, however, to swamp many insur- 
ance companies, -and to cause general 
financial distress. Tho amount availa- 
ble for the payment of losses in Boston is 
not far from sixty millions of dollars'. 
The money paid to the L%icago n isuflferera 
by the insurance companies was about 
fifty-live millions.

falling off in their business! capabilities 
and enterprise, and so find it necessary 
to give up, severally, the duties of their 
calling. 

Fortunate is the man, of whatever 
calling, who, when the clouds of old age 
lower in his sky, finds himself possessed 
of enough of "the needful to eaxry him 
comfortably through to the sunseV of 
life. But the question recurs again : 
Why should the superannuated farmer 
be regarded as a pestilent fellow in com- 
munity ? Is there any just ground for 
ranking him with pestilential diseases 1

idea, that farmers, when retired, were of 
no use to society ; if wealthy, they lived 
at their ease, on the interest of their 
money, doing little or nothing for the 
public benefit, and declining all solicited 
contributions for benevolent purposes.

ing life, to, with decent economy, ease 
them down to the termination of lifted 
last stage ; while not a few find their 
yearly income inadequate to balance their 
neceusaiy expenses of living. The last 
two classes are Uable to be unjustly ac- 
cused of undue tight-tistedness. 

Sorely this proscribed class of men are 
not to be consured because they ai-e not 
as active in publje enterprises as if they 
were in the m<trn or noon of manhood ; 
the €:vening shades have gathered around, 
accui uulated years weigh them down, and j 
tired nature often sighs more for solitude 
and**vnt than for the entertainments of 
society or the activities of enterprise. 
But nre they a nuisance / Let us see. 

They bear their proportion of the 
expenses of government according to the 
valuation of their property ; they pay 
their school and corporation taxes tho 
same as others, and the money they pay 
out fbr supplies in living is mostly ex- 
pended in the places where they live. If 
they should do" no more, this considera- 
tion ought to exempt them from being 
stigmatized as financially useless and 
morailly pestilential, and their presence 
as pecrnicious as a loathsome, fatal epi- 
demic ! But they do more, with a few 
exceU'tionH, it may be. Their presence, 
then, must be deprecated solely on the 
ground of their luiving ceased to bo pro- 
ducers ; if so, retired men of all classes 
will fall into the same nuisance category, 
and the farmer is made but the repre- 
senta-tive of all aged and retired citizens. 

If the remark alluded to above is to bo 
taken as expressive of the general senti- 
ment of the cornnrunity, or if it is really 
founded in truth, it becomes the duty of 
the authorities to look to it and to take 
measures to protect the community by 
removing all such walking, breathing 
nuisftrices from their midst ; and ius an 
article in our village ordinances requires 
that tall nuisances shall be removed, when 
due notice is given, the old superanuated 
chap:) had bettor prepare for the summons 
to vacate their domicils.

themselves, for such skill uki 
adapt itself to any circumstances, iM 
make the poorest aWle seem cosey un.l 
attractive. While there is no rigid 0* 
maculatenOHB to remind one of his own 
t.-uduncy to dust, and give .u»uruneo 
that hk exit witt be foUo^red by the uw 
of broom and iurt-nan. eveiything W W 
clean and comfortable as not to oflend. 
One seldom finds her cleaning, wftUe 
another woman of our acquaintance w i so 
continually warring against dirt that her 
rooms are almost always a soeno ot con- 
ilict, and rarely inviting. Of course tlie 
crumbs arc always swept up as soon as 
the table is cleared away, and the httei 
that collects about the sewing machine is 
cart-fully removed, but oidy once a week 
is any room except the kitchen Bwept 
thoroughly. Then she Is careful to raise 
as little dust as possible. The Tiandlmg 
of the broom makes a great difference 
about that^-it should not be misod 
high and brought down with force, but 
be moved over the floor as lightly af is 
consistent with thoroughness. Mrs. N. 
uses a carpet sweeper which excels in 
taking up dust, but cannot be worked in 
coiners. Cold tea leaves from the steep- 
er, salt upon the carj>et, or any of t,he 
methods 

to L n1h r ugSie^ room with a great cloud. A 
clean cloth wrung dry from warm water 
and passed over the carpet is quite ef- 
fectual in freshening it, and removing 
what the broom will not. Mrs. N. s 
l>ed-rooni8 do not need sweeping oftener 
because the bed-ticks are in Buch a state 
that they do not scatter their contents 
every tune they are stirred, and if any 
straws fall they are immediately picked up. 
Alter the sweeping is done, every part of 
the room is carefully dusted — not even 
the liacks of the chairs are neglected. 

There is no trouble in keeping tables, 
etc., in order, ljecause the family have 
learned to put things in their] daces as soon 
as they are through using thorn. When 
Mr. N. takes off his coat to put on an- 
othor, instead of throwing it down for 
his wife to tako care of, he puts it away 
in its own place in the closet. Jerusha 
doesn't leave the dress she wore yesterday 
lying on a chair, her neck-tie, soiled col- 
lar and culls scattered on tlie table, ex- 
pecting her mother to put her room in 
order before she gets home from school, 
but has learned to put such things in 
< li.-ir own place at once, and it is easy. 

Mrs. N. doesn't have pipers on her 
pantry shelves, preferring to wash 
them lightly overy week. That keeps 
them clean, and sin fnds it leas titmblo 
thim to change pap" r These perhaps 
would do veiy well un shelves not so 
nicely painted as hers, but they need 
dusting and changing frequently. 

W lien a house is kept in this way all 
through the year, the general house 
cleaning of spring and fall is not so 
difficult. Mrs. N. has her plan about 
this. After ot-lliii and garret she takes 
the rooms in their 'i der, completing and 
rearranging each before another is begun. 

Perhaps one secret of Mi v. M's order- 
ly housekeeping is that sin) keeps her 
own mind in order, arid doee not allow 
herself to liecome hurried, nervous and 
confused. In her plans she makes calcu- 
lations for daily hindrance and annoy- 
ances, and meets them all with patient 
cheerfulness. In her steady, quiut way 
sho accomplishes far more than her bust- 
ling neighbor who makes such a noise in 
her work, and manages her household 
far more easily.

Among the thou 
have read with mtei-ent the p: _ 
llj>tory of the Reformation of the Six- 
teenth" Century, not many have given 
more than a 'pasaixig thought to their 
author, the patient clergyman and pro- 
fessor over the soa, who. labored so in- 
cessantly in his study in Geneva. Very 
little besides the outline of his fife has 
come to us, but we fiuiuy the French 
student growing gray among his books, 
from which he now and then glanced 
out over the clear waters of LakeLeman 
and on to the Alps beyond. 

"John Henry Merle d'Aubigne was 
born in the village of Eaux Vivos, on 
the left bank of Lake Leman, in the 
Canton of Geneva, in Switzerland, on 
the 16th of August, 1794." His father 
was Louis Morle, a merchant of Geneva, 
Mii a dasceiidant of Matthew Merle, a 
geXeiul in the Protestant armies of 
lltnry of Navarre. Louis Merle's mo- 
ther's name wtm d'Aubigne, and she. bad 
descended from a distinguished French 
nobleman, Theodore Agrippa d'Aubigne, 
who ww at onoe warrior, scholar, poet 
and historian. A mime so distinguished 
could not be suffered to drop, and, in ac- 
cordance with a Swiss custom, her son 
adopted the name of both father and 
mother, becoming Louis Merle d'Aubigno.

educate 1 for the ministry, pursuing his 
academic studies in (ieneva, and after- 
wards attending the theological and hie* 
torical lectures of Neander, in lierlin. 
While there he made a visit to the pic- 
turesque castle of Wartburgb, in the 
Thuriiigian forest, where Luther had 
been hidden nearly two hundred years 
before, and in one of whose rooms he 
hurled his inkstand at the head of the 
devil. It Was the inspiration of this* 
visit which awoke in tUAubigno's mind 
the wieh' to write a history of ,the 
Reformation. At the age of twenty; 
three he -*€ecame pastor of a French 
church fri Hamburg, and afterwards the 
court preacher of the king of Holland at 
Brussels. In 1830 he returned to his 
native city and was made Professor of 
Ecclesiastical History in a college 
founded by the Evangelical Society of 
Geneva. Five years later the fii-st vol- 
ume of his History of the Reformation* 
appeared, and soon became popular ail 
fiver the world. Day after day and year 
after year he went on with his work, 
until, while writing the sixth volume, 
according to his own statement, he hud 
been engaged upon it twenty -four yearW" 
Tie was the author of sevoml other his 
torical works: besides a great number of 
sermons, addresses, etc. 

For more 'than forty years he has been 
one of Geneva's most noted, loved and 
honored citizens ; his fame spreading 
and increasing us the years have ad- 
vanced, until his name is spoken in all 
civilized lands and languages. 

He was possessed of an ample fortune, 
and used it in dispensing with a gener- 
ous hand to strangers, at home and 
abroad, especially to Protestant clergy- 
men, to whom his tastes and evangelical 
spirit attracted him. He was the 
founder of the Free Church in Geneva* 
He woek*d with unabated zeal as teacher 
of theology in i^s seminary, receiving 
classes of students at his house, when no 
longer able to jljo out.' In the hitter 
part of his life he spent much time in 
the establishment of domestic missions, 
and the development of an evangelical 
religion in his native land. In this it 
is said he was eminently successful. He 
died suddenly on the 21st of October, at 
the ago of seventy -eight

The Emperor Vespasian, after his 
return from the Jewish war in the year 
72 of the Christian era, caused this won- 
derful amphitheatre to be built in that 
part of undent Rome where . were the 
ponds and gardens of Nero. It was 
completed in four years, and his son 
Titus dedicated it by the slaughter of 
five thousand wild beasts in the arena. 
Adrian caused the colossal statue of 
Nero to be removed from the vestibule 
of \0s own palace, and placed It in this 
amphitheatre, where it was worshipped 
as Apollo. 

The Coliseum derives its name from 
its colossal dimensions, being about 1,700 
English feet in circumference. The form 
is oval. It was built of immense blocks, 
of Traventine stone, and consists of four 
Atories. The first story is adorned with 
Doric columns, the second with Ionic, 
the third and fourth with Corinthian. 
The entrances were eighty in number, 
seventy-six being for the people, two for 
the gladiators, and t two for the emperor 
and his suite. Within the walls were 
twenty staircases leading to seats appro- 
priated to the different classes of the 
people. The seats are said to have held 
eighty-seven thousand spectators, and tlie 
portic or gallery above them twenty 
thousand. There was an awning which 
covered the entire edifice in case of rain 
or intense heat. In the walls of the 
uppermost story are open holes, sup- 
posed to have contained the , rings for 
fastening the cords of the *wning. 



To Grammarian. — It is never correct 
to say the work lays on the table, the 
child lays at the }x>int of death.
